Ive owned an SX-62A for quite some time and have completely 

restored the beast and beleive it works as new. This is a redesigned 
version of the SX-42 from 1947. It is a rich man's toy radio! While it 
looks neat and sounds good, (Push-pull 6V6's), I can't recommend it as a 
performance radio. Main short comings: Single conversion with a 455KHz 
IF. Total lack of mechanical or electrical band spread makes it hard to 
put on frequency, or even return to a frequency. Due to lack of fine 
tuning and product detector, it's near useless for SSB. 

From a performance standpoint, I'm sure you'd be much appier with 


a later radio like the HQ-170 (ham bands only) or the HQ-180 (general 
coverage). Of course the R-390/390a and 513/R-388 are contenders, but 
lack SSB and could be a bigger maintenance hassel if you're not an ace 
technician. 

Hope this helps!

To measure receiver performance, we need a benchmark. I have a Knight Kit 
Ocean Hopper 740 here that will fill the bill nicely. This receiver, 
shall we say, a "low end model". Yes, 3 tubes with only 1 doing the 
receiving, hard to tune, hard to change bands, unstable etc. 


Rate your test receiver in "Hoppers". For example, we could rate the 
Hallicrafters S-38 at about 2 Hoppers, the S-85 at 4 Hoppers and the 
HQ-180 at about 7.5 Hoppers. 


To perform these test, a Hopperometer will be needed. This has not yet 


been invented and suggestions would be appreciated. 


Of course, some receivers may rate in negative Hoppers. All BA'ers should 
be warned about these as soon as the test results are in.

set, but you'll never find a station given its frequency and you'll never find an 


intreseting one you heard again -- since 9.0 to 10.0 MC is maybe an inch on the 
dial. 

If you want "investment" go Collins or early National -- tho by the time you 
retire, 


old Hammarlunds and maybe even some Hallicrafters will be worth a lot. 


Some radios just look better to you, feel better, sound better, grab your heart 
when you litf£ the lid and look inside. Buy that set. If a set doesn't turn 
you on, even tho "everyone" is talking about it, save your moeny for one 

you really like. 


But there are certain sets with a "reputation" that you might find it hard 
to sell later -- except to a newcomer to the field. I can't name any 
offhand, but others may suggest some to avoid. 


You want to learn what the going rate is for particular sets -- this List is great 
for that. Don't overpay, even for a fine radio. Also remember that cosmetic

THis is the first I heard of anyone trademarking a name for "Pot Metal." 
It is mostly zinc with whatever impurities came from the zinc mine. 

The word is that it is not from factory floor sweeepings or whatever 
went into the melting pot, but was a farily well planned alloy of zinc. 


A model RR magazine article claims that of the various impurities, Al 
is the worst, arsenic is not bad, and I forget if lead was mentioned. 


I've seen more antiques of every kind (lamps, radios, phonos, toys, trains) 
destroyed by this stuff. Just yesterday I passed on a beatiful Fada 
battery radio in a wooden cabinet, cuz the tuning mechanisms and 

the loop antenna brackets and other internal parts were pot metal 

in highly advanced stage of decomposition. 


Of course in their day, pot metal objects lasted until long after they 
were obsolete. Early radios might well have been made of cardboard, 
given how soon they were obsolete. Sorta like Intel PCs today :-) 


PS: Yes, epoxy can fill cracks, but I've used Cover-Your-Glass (the pinball 
glass acrylic recommended for glass-painted radio dials) to fill the cracks 
and seal against moiusture. Lack of moisture should slow the process, 

but only my grandchildern, should any be born, will know for sure.

Be aware (beware) - pot metal doesn't just crack and fall apart ina 
way that would let you reassemble it. My first experience with it was 
the purchase of a Bremer-Tully TRF kit from the local radio museum. 
They wanted $10 for it, with original blueprints. What beautiful 
workmanship, I thought. Carefully wound coils and tuning caps with 
small trimmer caps (air variables) built in. The knobs wouldn't turn, 
but no problem - they just need a little oil. Wrong! The pot metal 
frames of the tuning capacitors were warped from uneven crystal growth. 
There is no way to restore those old parts, short of machining new 
frames. It would do no good to take a mold of the warped part.

OK, I dug out the Lafayette HA-350 in order to provide a little more 
objective assessment of the thing. 


- slightly larger than a Swan 500 
- 12 tubes 
- Japanese mechanical filter (same size as Collins mechanical filter in SB-34) 
- no provision for additional filters 
- 5 conversion crystals for 8 bands (80, 40, 20, 15, 10x3, WWV). 
- 600 kHz dial: marked © to 600 and 600 to 0 
(80 and 10 meter bands count up, others count down: clearly marked) 
- tuning is very smooth: All radios should be so good 


I turned it on for a few minutes and tuned around on 80 meters. The 
mechanical filter provides true "single signal reception". Audio from the 
receiver was very good. The filter may have been cheap, but apparently is 
effective. Bandwidth appears broader than most, possibly for AM reception 
capability. I judge this to be a "good" SSB receiver, although I can't say 
anything about the higher band performance. For SSB it appears superior to 
the SX-101A, for instance, which uses only LC IF filters. (No flames please.) 


I also noticed one quirk (in addition to the SB1/SB2 thing). When I 
switched to 40 meters from 80 meters it was as if I hadn't switched bands at 
all. It took me a few seconds to realize that I needed to tune the 
preselector. When I did that I got what I would judge to be about 80 dB or 
so of image rejection, sufficient to reject all but the strongest image 
signals. (An flaw, nonetheless, for a "ham" receiver.)

Since the frequency tuning direction is clearly marked for each band, one 
would, after using the receiver a little while, automatically know which is 
which. (Put this in the debit column also, though.) 


OVERALL ASSESSMENT: A good receiver for SSB, although a little quirky. 
Adequate for CW so long as you don't need narrow bandwidth filtering. 
Mechanically solid and stable VFO, much more so than a lot of Hallicrafters 
receivers. (Please, no flames.) Very interesting radio in its own right. 
Much better radio than I thought I was getting when I picked it up a month 
and a half ago. I wasn't really thinking about AM at the time I listened to 
the receiver, but if the mechanical filter has a somewhat wider bandwidth, 
specifically for AM, the Lafayette receiver could very well be one of the 
better AM receivers available. (I guess I'll have to check this out and 
report back.)

Actually, this topic was discussed at length a few months back, so we're 
re-working old ground. But just to back up what you say, I have it 
first-hand from someone who used to work in a toy factory before the war 
(WwW2), the workers used to toss the 'silver paper' i.e. aluminium foil 
from their cigarette packets into the melting pot of mazak, thinking it 
was all grist to the mill. In fact it was just the opposite and ensured 
the eventual self-destruction of the toys. 


Extract from my forthcoming book on radio restoration techniques: 


Faulty Castings 


Some radios and TVs used diecast alloy castings as capacitor frames, dial 
drives, dial drums, bushings and other mechanical parts. The metal, known 


as mazak, zamak or pot metal, is made of zinc, magnesium, tin and copper 
and has a grey appearance. It can take fine detail (it was used to make 
Dinky Toys and many parts in model trains in the 1930s, 40s and 50s) but 
its long-term dimensional stability is not so good, turning dry and 
brittle with age or high levels of humidity. Worse still, it can distort 
badly and when forced back to its proper shape, break into many pieces. 
The folklore is that workmen used to throw the silver paper from their 
cigarette packets into the ingots ‘to add grist to the mill' and this of 
course added impurities or destroyed the careful balance of ingredients. 
The nett result is the mazak disease collectors have come to recognise. 


Never attempt to straighten a mazak casting by bending or pounding it back 
to shape; it will almost certainly break. Repairing affected parts is 
seldom possible. Broken parts can sometimes be joined using cyanoacrylate 
glue ('Super Glue') or epoxy resin (Araldite and equivalents), although 
the repaired items may not be able to stand much mechanical stress. 
Soldering is possible with special fluxes or paste solders (Solder-It 
paste in the USA) but is not recommended. 


In practical terms the solution generally is to find a replacement, 
perhaps from a junk set. Failing that, a kindly collector may lend you an 
undamaged part and you could make a new casting using a plaster or 
silicon rubber mould and casting metal (the sort used to make 'pewter' 
soldiers and whitemetal model railway and car kits). This is not an easy 
process either and it might be better to take advice from a specialist 
casting company. Sorry it's not very good news!

At the Greensboro hamfest recently I found a command xmtr for a couple 
of $ that I couldn't resist buying. It is a 4 to 5.3 mHz unit that appears 
judging from the number of stators removed from the variable condensers, to 
have been modified to cover either 7 Mhz or 14 Mhz. The conversion is nicely 
done. The rotating coil has been replaced by a condenser that appears to 
be about 30 to 50 pfd, which supports perhaps a 14 Mhz output. A 6AG7 now 
be about 30 to 50 pfd, which supports perhaps a 14 Mhz output.

I picked up a Waters Model 349 "Channelator," which is an adapter for the 
KWM-2, allowing crystal control of either transmit, receive, or both transmit 
and receive frequencies. It is a neat looking accessory, with styling to 
complement the Collins gear. I don't have a manual for it. I found that the 
unit I have had never worked: it was miswired at the factory. The only time 
d.c. was applied to the crystal oscillator was when the slide switch on the 
back was set to "spot". Also, my unit has a 6BH6 tube installed, whereas the 
review in June 1964 CQ shows a 6AU6. I was unable to get any data from B+W, 
which took over the Waters line. Can anyone help? 


Also, Waters made an adapter for this unit which allowed crystal control of 
the S/Line transmitter and receiver. Does this info exist anywhere in 
Anchor-land?

Thanks for your comments. The unit that gave rise to the question is a 
"Grassot fluxmeter" by Cambridge Instruments (a form of galvanometer) where 
the main casing has a rough painted finish like crude cast iron. It seems 
in no danger of structural failure, but I thought I might be able to 
improve the general appearance. I guess it dates from the 1930 period. 


Incidently does anyone know the connections and accessories to make the 
unit work? It has 3 terminals under it labelled + - & AT and 2 further 
ones at the rear. I understand it measures magntic flux from magnets and 
suchlike.
